- comment on one of the many aspecte of the qaeation with which the 
author dealathe granting of financial facilities by British banks

the markets of the Far East, : 

. Whatever may heave been the valae to Germany of the business

’ Chins was obtained largely, if not solely, because of the long credit 
whieh German concerns invariably jave to native dealers, In that 
reepect, British houces were always fighting (be battle on unequal 
terme, and it ie net's matter which can give ries to any feelings of 
gratification that the Germans were enabled fo work that syatem to 
the manifest dieadvantsge of British trade by rencon of the facilities 
granied them by Britieh bankiog institations. Wehevenoccacrete 
facts beeide os cn this point, but it can probably be said withoot 
departing far from the trath that all the big German houces former- 
ly doing bueiness in Hongkong were kept slive by. Britieh banks, 
* Mr. Mons throws scme light on this arpect of the situation when be
